11. M.  Consul-tieneral  in  New  York  (Mr.  C.  Clive  Bayley)  writes 
calling  attention  to  a  recently  published  report  on 
Cutlery.  the  cutlery  trade  in  Southern  France,  by  the 

United  States  Vice-Consul  at  Marseilles.  The  bulk 
of  the  high-grade  cutlery  sold  in  the  Marseilles  di.strict,  it  is  stated, 
is  manutattured  at  Chattelerault  (Vienne),  Uangres  (Haute  Marne), 
and  Baris.  These  centre.s  of  production  are  apparently  able  to  meet 
the  demands  of  provincial  trade,  w’hich  is  surprisingly  good  in  view 
of  an  average  rise  of  at  least  25  per  cent,  in  prices.  A  small  quantity 
of  British  cutlery  is  sold  in  this  district,  but  the  market  for  British 
gixr.ls  is  limited  because  the.se  do  not  conform  to  the  requirements  of 
French  taste.  The  blades  are  too  long,  and  a  different  form  of  handle 
is  desired. 

At  present  the  Ij'‘ui8  XVI.  and  Empire  styles,  with  round  handles, 
•are  most  in  demand.  IVior  to  the  war,  table  knives  with  horn 
handles  were  sold  most  frequently.  Latelj*,  owing  to  a  certain  rise 
in  the  price  of  horn,  the  difference  in  price  between  knives  with  horti 
handles  and  those  with  silver-plated  handles  is  somewhat  smaller 
than  usual.  In  ccnsequence,  the  public  shows  a  growing  tendency 
to  purchase  the  latter  style,  which,  although  costing  somewhat  nioiv, 
is  considered  more  economical. 

In  normal  times  the  terms  granted  by  manufacturers  ai’e  from  2  to 
d  per  cent,  discount  on  payments  within  dO  days,  or  90  days  net. 
Frequent  1)’  a  further  discount,  varying  from  3  to  10  per  cent., 
.according  to  the  .amount  of  business  done,  is  gr.anted  at  the  end  of  the 
ye.ar  on  the  total  purch.ases.  (D.C.l.  46.%'.'.)

The  principal  demand  for  machinery  and  machine  tools  in  Peru  arises 
from  the  cotton  mills  and  mines,  but  there  is  also  a  demand  to  some 
extent  from  the  sm.aller  industries  mentioned  below. 

In  view  of  the  development  of  the  mining  industrj’  (mainly  copper, 
gold,  silver,  coal  ami  petroleum),  there  is  every  reason  to  expect  an 
increased  »lemand  for  mininij  ma  -hineenj  in  the  future. 

Openings  exist  for  the  sale  of  prosftecfing  and  SinaU  engineering 
suf'plies,  stocks  of  which  are  carried  by  local  importers  and  dealers. 

Peru  also  offers  a  ma*ket  for  hgdrauiic  mnrhinery  and  for  ftimping 
plant  for  irrigatiem  and  other  purposes. 

In  time,  as  the  smill  mines  develop,  there  is  likely  to  be  a  more 
valuable  market  for  heavy  miaittg  tools  and  machinery.  At  present 
these  mines  use  hand  io^ds  almost  exclusively,  but  the  more  pros- 
}R*rous  of  them  will  sooner  or  later  instal  compressed  air  or  elecirir 
drills,  dynamos,  and  other  clashes  of  machinery  belonging  to  mining 
and  concentrating  plants,  and  the  necessary  repair  shops  will  require 
machine  tools. 

In  the  meantime,  the  small  market  should  not  be  neglected.  It  is 
questionable,  however,  whether  it  would  pay  to  work  it  through  the 
medium  of  salesmen.  The  various  plants  are  widely  separatt'd,  and 
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PERU  — eoHtinwd. 

long  residence  in  the  country  is  required  in  order  to  learn  the  peculi¬ 
arities  of  the  market  and  the  reliability  of  possible  customers.  More¬ 
over,  it  is  very  hard  to  sell  for  cash. 

Recent  years  have  seen  a  considerable  increase  in  industrial  activity 
in  Peru.  On  the  whole,  the  textile  industries  have  been  the  most 
successful,  since  cotton  and  wool  are  produced  locally  in  quantities  and 
(jualities  sufficient  to  ensure  profitable  results.  The  only  other  indus¬ 
tries  that  have  attained  much  importance  include  the  manufacture  of 
cotton- seed  oil,  soap  and  cocaine. 

The  cotton  mills  in  Peru  manufacture  principally  sailcloth,  filter- 
press  cloth,  towels,  and  some  other  heavy  goods.  Tne  total  number 
of  looms  in  operation  is  1,015,  and  the  annual  production  is  about 
15,000,000  yaids.  I'he  development  of  this  industry  will  create  a 
fairly  good  opening  for  cotton  mill  machinery.  The  v^oollen  industry 
is  also  expected  to  expand. 

The  extension  of  cotton  cultivation  during  recent  years  has  caused 
some  development  in  the  cotton-seed  oil  industry,  'fhere  are  six  or 
seven  soap  and  candle-making  factories  in  Lima  and  there  are  twenty 
others  for  the  extraction  of  alkaloid  from  the  coca  shrub.  Other 
Peruvian  industries  are  the  manufacture  of  hats,  cigarettes,  matches, 
leather,  shoes,  paper,  glass,  furniture,  lumber,  and  beve'ages  and 
foodstuffs. 

The  probable  market  for  the  smaller  kinds  of  industrial  machinery 
is  very  limited,  and  it  would  hardly  pay  any  single  manufacturer  to 
send  out  a  salesman  to  sell  his  own  product  solely. 

The  Report  referred  to,  which  also  discusses  the  equipment  of  light, 
lK)werand  tramway  companies  in  Peru,  and  the  machinery  used  in  the 
sugar  and  mining  industries,  may  l)e  consulted  by  Hritish  firms 
interested  at  the  Department  of  Commercial  Intelligence,  73,  Basing- 
hall  Street,  London,  E.C.

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EXHIBITION  OF  GERMAN  AND  AUSTRIAN 
CATALOGUES  IN  LONDON. 

In  order  that  British  manulacturers  may  have  an  opportunity  of 
familiarising  themselves  with  German  and  Austrian  methods  of 
advertising,  the  Board  of  Trade  have  collected  over  7,500  specimen 
catalogues  of  German  and  Austrian  origin,  and  these  may  be 
inspected  at  the  Foreign  Samples  Section  of  the  Department  of 
Commercial  Intelligence,  32,  Cheapside,  London,  K.C.  A  large 
number  of  catalogues  has  recently  been  received  from  Canada, 
Australia,  New  Zealand,  Barcelona,  Las  Palmas  (Grand  Canarj’), 
I’ortuguese  East  and  West  Africa,  Bangkok,  Harbin,  and  Yokohama. 

One  feature  of  the  catalogue.'^,  which  is  of  especial  interest  to  British 
manufacturers  who  are  themselves  publishing  catalogues  with  a  view 
to  increasing  their  export  trade,  is  the  numljer  of  foreign  languacres 
in  which  the  Geripan  and  Austrian  catalogues  are  printed.  The 
Ikiard  of  Trade  collection  includes  catalogues  printed  in  English, 
French,  Spanish.  Portuguese,  Roumanian,  Russian,  Finnish.  Polish, 
Italian.  Dutch,  Hungarian,  Bohemian,  Greek,  and  Chine.se.  Many  are 
polyglot  in  character,  and  are  printed  in  three,  four,  and  in  some  cases 
eiglit  different  languages. 

A  new  index  is  being  prepared,  in  which  the  catalogues  will  be 
classified  both  as  regards  articles  of  manufacture  and  names  of 
munufacturei-s,  thus  rendering  identification  of  any  particular  cata¬ 
logue  a  simple  matter.

OR  ARTIFICIAL  SILK. 

Notice  to  Exporters. 

The  Director  of  tlie  War  Trade  Department  notilies  exporters  of 
fabrics  containing  silk  that  it  has  been  decided  that  tissues  and 
fabrics  consisting  of  mixtures  of  silk  with  other  yarns  may  be 
regarded  as  outside  tlie  prohibition  affecting  the  export  to  all  destin¬ 
ations  other  than  British  Possessions  and  i’rotectorates  of : 

Tissues  and  fabrics  of  silk  of  all  kinds  and  widths  (including 
artificial  silk)  whether  pure  or  mixed  with  other  yarns  or 
materials  in  the  grey  or  discharged  undyed,  dyed  or  printed, 
unweighted  or  weighted 

if  and  when  the  proportion  of  silk  present  (including  artificial  silk) 
is  less  than  1(J  per  cent,  of  the  whole. 

Subject  to  the  provisions  hereinafter  stated  such  mixtures  may 
be  exported  without  a  licence  to  a'l  destinations  outside  the  area 
covered  by  section  ‘‘  C  ”  of  the  Royal  IVoclamation  of  the  10th  ^lay, 
191  (>,  j)rovided  the  exporter  makes  to  the  Customs  Authorities  a 
declaration  in  the  relative  shipping  documents  that  the  goods  contain 
less  than  10  per  cent,  of  silk  (including  artificial  silk). 

It  must  be  distinctly  understool  that  nothing  in  the  preceding 
paragraphs  affects  the  existing  prohibitions  against  the  export  of : — 
(u)  Khaki  woollen  and  worsted  cloth  and  mixtures  thereof  to  all 
destinations ; 

(/j)  Linen  cloths  to  all  destina'ions  other  than  British  Possessions 
and  Protectorates ;  and 

(c)  Cotton  piece  goods  and  woo  len  or  worsted  cloth  (other  than 
khaki  cloth)  to  all  tlestinations  in  foreign  countries  in 
Kurope,  and  on  the  Medkerrajiean  and  Black  Seas,  other 
than.  Prince  and  French  Possessions,  Russia,  Italy  and 
Italian  Possessions,  8j)ain  and  Portugal,  aud  to  all  ports  in 
any  such  foreign  countries,  and  to  all  Russian  Baltic  ports, 
and  that  a  licence  is  required  lor  such  tissues  and  fabrics  containing 
silk  or  artificial  silk,  if  affected  by  these  prohibitions,  and  intended 
for  export  to  the  destinations  specified,  whatever  percentage  of  silk 
or  artificial  silk  is  juv-sent.  (D.C.I.  47,451.) 


EXPORTS  OF  STARCHES  TO  NORWAY.

Wherea.s  b}'  Section  forty-three  of  the  Customs  Consolidation  Act, 
1876,  it  is  provided  that  the  importation  of  arms,  ammunition, 
gunpowder,  or  any  other  goods  may  be  prohibited  by  Proclamation  : 

And  whereas  it  is  expedient  th.at  the  importation  into  the  United 
Kingdom  of  certain  goods  should  be  prohibited  as  hereinafter 
provided : 

Now,  therefore,  We,  by  and  with  the  advice  of  Our  IVivy  Council, 
in  pursuance  of  the  said  Act  and  of  all  other  powers  enabling  Us  in 
that  behalf,  do  hereby  proclaim,  direct  and  ordain  as  follows  : — 

As  from  and  after  the  date  hereof,  subject  as  hereinafter  provided, 
the  importation  into  the  United  Kingdom  of  the  following  goods  is 
hereby  prohibited,  vi/..  : — 

Gold,  manufactured  or  unmanufactured,  including  gold  coin 
and  articles  consisting  partly  of  or  containing  gold  ; 

All  manufactures  of  silver  other  than  silver  watches  and  silver 
watch  cases  ; 

Jewellery  of  any  description. 

Provided  always,  and  it  is  hereby  declared,  th.at  this  prohibition 
shall  not  apply  to — 

(«)  Any  such  goods  which  are  imported  under  licence  given 
by  or  on  behalf  of  the  Board  of  Trade,  and  subject  to  the 
provisions  and  conditions  of  such  licence  ;  or 

(Ji)  Gold  consigned  for  delivery  at,  and  sale  to,  the  Bank  of 
England. 

The  Prohibition  of  Import  (No.  11)  Proclamation.  1916,  is  hereby 
revoked. 

This  Proclamation  may  be  cited  as  the  Prohibition  of  Import 
(No.  12)  Proclamation,  1916, 

Given  at  Our  Court  at  Buckingham  Palace,  this  Fifth  day 
of  December,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  One  thousand  nine 
hundred  and  sixteen,  and  in  the  Seventh  year  of  Our  Reign.

RESTRICTIONS  ON  IMPORTS  OF  PAPER-MAKING 
MATERIALS. 

The  President  of  the  Board  of  Trade  has  informed  the  J^aper 
Commission  that  the  Government  have  decided  that  the  imports  of 
paper  materials  must,  from  L't  January  next,  be  placed  on  the  same 
footing  as  the  imports  of  paper.  That  is  to  say,  the  imports  of 
paper-making  materials  must  be  reduced  by  one-half  instead  of  one- 
third  as  at  present. 

In  order  to  give  effect  to  this  decision  the  licences  issued  by  the 
Commission  for  importation  in  respect  of  the  supply  already  allowed 
for  the  two  months  January  and  February,  1917,  will  be  reduced,  so 
that  allowance  for  that  period  will  be  one  fourth  less  than  it  would 
have  been  if  the  reduction  had  remained  at  one-third.

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ENCOURAGEMENT  OP  SCIENTIFIC  AND 
INDUSTRIAL  RESEARCH. 

Efitablishment  of  New  Department. 

The  Government  have  ^.^villetl  to  establish  a  separate  Department 
( f  Scientific  and  Industrial  R-^search  for  Great  Britain  ancl  Ireland 
under  the  Lord  President  of  the  Council,  with  the  President  of  the 
Board  of  Education  as  Vice-President,  'fhey  have  also  decided, 
subject  to  the  consent  of  Parliament,  to  place  a  la'-ge  sum  of  money 
at  the  di8}X)sal  of  the  new  Department  to  be  used  as  a  fund  for  the 
conduct  of  research  for  the  benefit  of  the  national  industries  on  a 
co-operative  Rasis. 

The  Board  of  Inland  Revenue  have  decided,  with  the  approval  of  -I 
the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer,  that  no  objection  shall  be  ottered  by 
their  Surveyors  of  Taxes  to  the  allowance,  as  a  working  expense  for 
income  tax  purposes,  of  contributions  by  traders  to  Industrial 
AsscK-iations  which  maybe  formed  for  the  sole  purpose* of  scientific 
research  for  the  benefit  of  the  various  trades;  and  the  allowance 
would  be  equally  applicable  as  regards  traders’  contributions 
specifically  ear-marked  to  the  sole  purposes  of  the  Research  Section 
of  an  adapted  existing  association. 

In  l)olh  cases  the  allowance  would  be  subject  to  certain  conditions, 
e.tf.,  the  association  or  the  research  section  to  be  under  Government 
supervision  and  the  ti-ader’s  contribution  to  be  an  out  and  out 
payment,  made  from  his  trade  profits  and  giving  him  no  proprietary 
interest  in  the  pro|)erty  of  the  assjciation,  etc.  ^ 

In  order  to  enable  the  Department  to  hold  the  new*  fund  and  any 
other  money  or  property  for  research  purposes,  a  Royal  Chai-ter  (the 
ettreial  notification  of  which  is  reproduced  below)  has  been  gr-anted 
to  the  official  members  of  the  Committee  of  the  Privy  Council  for 
Scientific  aird  Industrial  Heseaich,  under  the  title  of  the  “Imperial 
Trust  for  the  encouragement  of  Scientific  and  Industrial  Research.’’ 

The  iVust  is  empowered  “  to  accept,  bold  and  dispose  of  money  or 
*•  other  personal  property  in  furtherance  of  the  objects  for  which  it 
“  has  been  established,  including  sums  voted  by  Parliament  to  that 
“  end.”  The  Trust  can  take  and  hold  land  and  can  “  accept  any 
‘  Trusts,  whether  subject  to  special  conditions  or  not,  in  furtherance 
“  of  the  said  objects.” 

A  substantial  gift  has  already  been  made  to  the  Trust  by  two 
members  of  the  Institution  of  Mechanical  Engineers  for  the  conduct  • 

of  a  research  in  Mechanical  Engineering  to  be  approved  b)’  the 
Department,  in  the  hope  that  this  t  xample  will  be  followed  by  other 
members  cf  the  Institution.

CONTROL  OF  COAL  MINES  IN  SOUTH  WALES. 

The  following  Regulation  has  been  made  under  the  Defence  of  the 
Realm  Act : — 

“  (1)  Where  the  Board  of  Trade  are  of  opinion  that  for  securing 
the  public  safety  and  the  defence  of  the  realm,  it  is  expe¬ 
dient  that  this  i-egulatlon  should  be  applied  to  any  coal 
mines,  the  Board  may  by  order  apply  this  regulation, 
subject  to  any  exceptions  for  which  provision  may  be  made 
in  the  Order,  either  generally  to  all  coal  mines  or  to  coal 
mines  in  any  special  area  or  in  any  special  coal  fields  or  to 
any  special  coal  mines. 

(2)  All}’  coal  mines  to  which  this  regulation  is  so  applied  shall, 
by  virtue  of  the  Order,  pass  into  the  possession  of  the  Board 
of  Trade  as  from  the  date  of  the  Order,  or  from  any  later 
date  mentioned  in  the  Order;  and  the  owner,  agent,  and 
manager  of  every  such  mine  and  every  officer  thereof,  and 
where  the  owner  of  the  mine  is  a  company  every  director  of 
the  companj’,  shall  comply  with  the  directions  of  the  Board 
of  Trade  as  to  the  management  and  user  of  the  mine^  and  if 
he  fails  to  do  so  he  shall  be  guilty  of  a  summary  offence 
against  these  regulations. 

(3)  It  is  hereby  declared  that  the  possession  by  the  Board  of 
'IVade  under  this  regulation  of  an}’^  coal  mine  shall  not  affect 
any  liability  of  the  actual  owner,  agent,  or  manager  of  the 
mine  under  the  Coal  Mines  Act,  1911,  or  any  Act  amending 
the  same. 

(  I)  Any  Order  of  the  Board  of  Trade  under  this  regulation  may 
be  revoked  or  varied  as  occasion  requires.” 

L'nder  the  new  Regulation  the  Board  of  Trade  have  made  an  Order 
of  which  the  following  is  the  substantive  provision  : — 

“  Regulation  9  G  of  the  Defence  of  the  Realm  (Consolidation) 
Regulations,  1914,  is  hereby  applied  as  from  the  1st  day  of 
December,  1916,  until  further  notice,  to  the  South  Wales 
coalfield,  that  is  to  say,  to  all  coal  mines  in  the  counties  of 
Brecon,  Carmarthen,  Glamorgan,  Monmouth,  Pembroke  and 
Radnor.” 
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Control  of  Coal  Mines  in  South  Wales— cojiti/merf. 

In  pursuance  of  this  Order,  the  Board  of  Trade  have  directed  the 
colliery  firms  and  companies  affected  by  the  Order  to  carry  on  as 
usual  subject  to  any  further  instructions. 

The  President  of  the  Board  of  Trade  has  appointed  an  Inter¬ 
departmental  Committee  representing  the  Board,  Home  Office  and 
Admiralty  to  advise  with  regard  to  directions  to  be  given  under  the 
new  Order.  The  Committee  will  meet  forthwith  to  deal  with  out¬ 
standing  questions  as  to  the  general  rate  of  wages  in  the  South  Wales 
Coalfield. 


BRASS  AND  COPPER  MANUFACTURES. 

Particulars  to  be  Furnished. 

In  pursuance  of  the  powers  conferred  upon  him  by  Regulation 
15  C  of  the  Defence  of  the  Realm  (Consolidation)  Regulations,  1914, 
the  Minister  of  Munitions  has  ordered  that  every  person  engaged  in 
the  pro<luction  of  brass  rod,  tubing,  sheet  and  wire  strip,  stampings, 
castings,  billets  and  ingots  ;  and  coftjier  red  and  wire,  tubing,  sheets, 
plates,  discs  and  ingots,  shall  furnish  to  the  I  director  of  Materials 
particulars  of  his  output  in  such  form  and  at  such  times  as  will  from 
time  to  time  be  notified  to  him  by  the  Dfrector  of  Materials.  The 
Minister  of  Munitions  has  further  ordered  that  any  particulars  so 
furnished  should  be  verified  by  the  signature  of  the  person  required 
to  furnish  the  same,  or  where  such  person  is  a  firm  or  comprjny,  by 
the  signature  of  a  paitner,  director  or  other  responsible  officer.

TRADING  IN  WAR  MATERIAL.

Granulate<i  aluminium,  aluminium  powder,  “  bronze,”  “  flake  ” 
and  “  flitter.” 

The  Order,  dated  21st  July,  1918,  a  notice  respecting  which  was 
published  on  p.  232  of  the  “  Board  ot  Trade  Journal  ”  of  27th  July, 
relating  to  aluminium  and  alloys  of  aluminium  therein  mentioned,  is 
cancelled.

The  Hoard  of 'I’rade  .accordingly  desire  to  make  it  clear  that  appli¬ 
cations  for  authority  to  depart  from  the  provision.s  of  the  Order  will 
he  considered  only  in  cases  which  are  clear!}’  shown  to  call  for 
exception.al  treatment.  Authority  will  be  granted  only  if  the  Hoard 
of  Trade  .are  satisfied  that  every  re.a8onable  efibrt  has  been  made  to 
use  or  otherwise  dispose  of  such  stocks  before  1st  -January. 


EMPLOYMENT  OF  ALIENS. 

The  Hoard  of  Trade  desire  to  call  attention  to  the  Order  in  Council 
of  7th  September  (Section  22b  of  the  Aliens  Restriction  Order) 
under  which  no  person  is  pf^rmitted  to  t.ak6  steps  to  obtain  the 
services  for  work  other  than  munitions  work  in  the  United  Kingdom 
of  aliens  not  in  the  United  Kingdom,  unless  permission  in  writing 
has  previously  been  obtained  from  the  Hoard  of  Trade.  Permission 
under  the  Order  is  granted,  not  to  the  alien  whom  it  is  proposed  to 
bring  to  the  United  Kingdom,  but  to  the  person  wlio  is  to  have  the 
advantage  of  his  or  her  services. 

The  Hoard  of  Tr.ade  find  that  misconception  exists  as  to  the  precise 
effect  of  the  Orfer;  they  wish,  therefore,  to  draw’  attention  to  the  fact 
that  their  permission  under  the  Order  is  not  required  in  connection 
with  the  employment  of  .aliens  already  in  this  country,  and,  further, 
that  the  Order  applies  only  to  steps  taken  to  bring  aliens  to  the 
United  Kingdom  in  order  to  obtain  their  services  in  this  country. 
The  Order  does  not  affect  cases  in  which  an  alien  wishes  to  come  to 
this  country  for  any  purpose  other  than  tluat  of  performing  services 
here,  nor  does  it  affect  aliens  who  are  already  in  the  service  of  a  firm 
abroad  who  are  travelling  to  this  country  on  behalf  of  their  firm. 
Aliens  in  such  cases  are  liable  to  the  ordinary  rules.

oblipfation  on  H.M.  Consular  Authorities  to  grant  a  vi»n,  or  on  the 
Aliens  Officer  at  the  port  of  arrival  in  the  United  Kingdom  to  give 
permission  to  land,  to  aiu'  alien  to  he  engaged  under  the  Order.

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AUSTRALIA. —  In  a  report  dated  30th  September  and  published 
in  the  “  Week!}’  Mulletin,”  dated  13th  November,  of  the  Canadian 
Department  ot  Commerce,  the  Canadian  Trade  Commissioner  at 
Melbourne  states  that  supplies  of  oversea  merchandise  are  coming 
forward  more  freely.  The  market  for  all  classes  of  liearif  hardirare, 
Biuh  as  tubing,  iron  and  steel  bars,  fencing  and  nail  wire,  is  depressed, 
as  much  of  this  kind  of  materials  is  now  being  offered  at  lower 
quotations  than  importations  at  present  ci.f.  prices  can  be  landed. 
Builders'  hardirare,  oils,  paints  and  varnishes  are  in  moderate  demand. 

The  special  feature  ot  the  grocery  markets  is  the  fixing  of  retail 
prices  by  the  Commonwealth  Prices  Adjustment  Hoard,  under  which 
some  uncertainty  exists  as  to  whether  the  prices  fixed  will  leave  a 
reasonable  profit  to  importers. 

Australian  importers  anticipate  an  ample  supply  of  tonnage  owing 
to  the  number  of  vessels  engaged  to  carry  w'heat  during  the  next  six 
months. 

In  September,  bounteous  rain  fell  over  the  greater  portion  of 
Australia  at  a  most  opportune  time  for  the  wheat  crop.  While  the 
area  under  cultivation  is  less  than  last  season,  the  outlook  for  good 
average  crops  and  remunerative  prices  is  encouraging.  On  the 
other  hand,  impending  legislation  in  connection  with  financing  the 
war,  combined  with  the  large  amount  of  money  invested  in  war 
loans,  is  causing  exceptional  reserve  amongst  importers  in  placing 
orders  overseas.

CHINA  (HANKOW). —  II. M.  Consul-General  at  Hankow  (Sir  W,  H. 
Wilkinson)  reports  that,  owing  to  high  cost  of  production,  shortage 
of  labour,  difficulty  in  obtaining  shipping  permits,  and  high  freights, 
imports  from  the  United  Kingdom  into  llankow  undoubtedly  show  a 
decline.  In  the  case  of  piece-goods  the  competition  of  Japanese  and 
Shanghai  mills,  apart  from  other  difficulties,  is  making  itself  increas¬ 
ingly  felt. 

The  following  extracts  from  the  Report  of  the  Commissioner  of 
Customs  on  the  trade  of  Hankow  during  1015  give  a  good  deal  of 
information  regarding  the  general  decline  in  imports  from  foreign 
countries  into  Hankow,  and  it  will  be  noted  that  many  of  the  com¬ 
modities  mentioned,  such  as  piece-goods,  woollens  and  machinery  are 
those  in  which  United  Kingdom  manufacturers  are  especially 
interested. 

The  value  of  imports  into  Hankow  direct  from  foreign  countries 
and  Hong-Kong  amounted  to  27,920,000  Hk,  taels*  in  1915,  and 
that  of  foreign  imports  from  Chinese  ports  to  25,750,000  Hk.  taels, 
making  a  total  of  53,670,000  Hk.  taels.  From  this  figure  the  value 
of  foreign  goods  re-exported  must  be  deducted,  namely,  10.000  Hk. 
taels  to  foreign  countries  and  10,350,000  to  Chinese  ports,  leaving 
a  net  importation  valued  at  43,310,000  Hk.  taels,  a  decrease  of 
7,710,000  Hk.  t.aels,  .as  compared  with  the  trade  in  1914,

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The  trade  in  cottsm  j>iece  generally  showed  a  considerable 

decrease  as  conipai’ed  with  1914,  wliich  in  turn  showed  a  decline  as 
compared  with  the  191‘1  tigimvs.  There  was  an  increase  of  66.872 
pieces  in  grey  shirtinjjs,  while  there  was  a  decrease  of  55,871  pieces 
in  white  shirtings.  Sheetings.  T-cloths  and  dyed  cottons  increased 
slightly  as  compared  with  the  191  !■  figures;  drills,  jeans,  printed 
cottons,  velvets  and  velveteens  ,  however,  showed  large  decreases. 

Out  of  a  total  importation  of  nearly  325,000  piculs  of  cotton  yarn 
valued  at  over  8,000, OoO  Hk.  taels,  Japanese  manufacturers  sup¬ 
plied  no  less  than  311,542  picul.s,  v.alued  at  7,770,000  Hk.  taels. 
Imports  of  yarn  from  the  I’nifed  Kingdotn  amounted  to  only  48 
piculs,  and  of  Indian  yarn  to  6,686  piculs. 

Imjxirts  of  irnollen  piece  goods  into  Hankow  showed  a  decrease  in 
value  of  172,000  Hk.  taels,  niisceUaneous  piece  goods  of  20,000  Hk. 
t.aels,  land  irwllen  and  cotton  mixtures  of  122,000  Hk.  tat^ls,  as 
compared  with  the  previous  year.. 

Ttade  with  (irerman}’  being  stopped  by  the  war,  im{)ort8  of  aniline 
dyes,  artiticial  indigo  and  paints  dec-lined  from  2,500,0o0  Hk.  taels  in 
1913  to  about  268,000  Hk.  taels  in  1915.  All  paints  and  dyes  now 
arriving  in  Hankow  are  made  in  c'ountries  other  than  Gernjan}*. 

The  value  of  im|)orts  of  elertrical  mate'rials  and  fittings  declined 
by  97,000  Hk.  taels  in  1915,  as  compared  with  1914.  'I his 
decline  w.as  not  due  to  a  falling-otf  in  the  demand  for  up-to-date 
lighting,  but  to  the  dilTiculty  in  getting  orders  filled,  as  well  as  to 
the  increased  cost.  When  conditions  return  to  normal  there  is  sure 
to  be  a  great  expansion  in  the  demand  for  all  kinds  of  electrical 
materials  from  all  over  China. 

A  decline  in  the  importation  of  machinery  to  the  value  ot  nearly 
700,000  Hk.  taels  was  also  due  to  abnormal  conditions  and  not  to  a 
lack  of  demand.  Man}’  new  enterprises  in  Hankow  are  contemplatixl 
in  the  near  future,  but  the  present  time  is  not  considered  propitious 
tor  making  purchases,  and  deals  are  being  put  off  to  a  moie 
favourable  op}K)rt unity. 

'I'here  are  many  commodities  for  which  a  good  demand  exists 
IcK^ally,  adds  H.M.  Consul-General,  but  importers  find  it  difficult,  if 
not  impossible,  to  procure  these  at  a  marketable  price.  The  following 
are  some  of  the  principal  goods  in  demand: — dye-stn^s,  a-ire  mails, 
engineering  sundries  of  all  kinds,  screirs,  Indts  and  nuts,  huil>ters'  liard- 
trare.  locks,  hinges,  etc,  sanitary  ware,  enamelled  ware,  glass,  paper, 
needhs,  atul  cheap  lines  of  clocks  and  watches.  There  is  also  a  good 
demand  for  electrical  and  other  machinery,  but  the  high  prices  ru'ing 
and  the  impossibility  of  guaranteeing  early  delivery  prevent  much 
.actual  business  being  done. 

Before  the  war  a  large  proportion  of  the  goixls  mentioned  above 
were  imported  from  Germany  or  Austria.  Supplies  are  at  present 
being  obtained  mainly  from  .Tajtan  and  the  United  States.

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MEXICO  AND  CENTRAL  AMERICA  (WEST  COAST).— H.M.  Consul 
at  Colima  (Mr.  D.  G.  C.  MacNeill)  writes  that  he  is  not  aware 
of  any  merchants,  growers  or  farmers  in  hip  district  who  are 
exporting  any  kind  of  merchandise  or  products  to  Europe  at 
the  present  time.  Coffee  and  sugar  are  bought  up  by  American 
firms,  usually  in  San  Francisco,  who  advance  money  to  the  growers 
on  the  security  of  the  crops.  This  system  also  prevails  throughout 
Central  America.  The  next  principal  article  of  export  is  hides, 
which  are  bought  by  agents  of  American  firms  in  California. 
These  firms  are  continually  searching  the  country  for  supplies  of 
these  goods  and  they  usually  advance  small  sums  of  money  to 
local  hide  buyers  in  order  to  ensure  supplies.  The  proximity 
of  San  Francisco,  and  the  fact  that  all  values  are  more  or  less  base<l 
on  the  American  dollar,  gives  American  firms  a  decided  advantage  in 
trading  in  Mexican  products.  German  firms  all  along  the  west  coast 
have  for  years  been  large  buyers  and  exporters  of  native  products ; 
these  are  now’  being  shipped  chief!}’  to  the  United  States. 

ll.M.  Consul  I’ecently  talked  with  several  of  the  principal  sugar  and 
coflee  planters  (British,  American  and  native)  on  the  west  coast  of 
Central  America,  who  all  agreed  that  unless  United  Kingdom  com¬ 
mercial  houses  send  representatives  to  these  coimtries  and  offer 
advantages  at  least  e<]ual  to  those  they  are  getting  from  American 
commission  houses  in  San  Francisco,  all  the  export  business  from 
these  countries,  which  formerly  went  to  Hamburg,  and  which  w’as 
diverted  by  the  w’ar  to  San  Francisco,  w’ill,  at  the  end  of  the  war, 
revert  to  llamburg. 

H.M.  Consul  add.s  that  he  considers  the  present  time  most  pro¬ 
pitious  for  vigorous  action  in  Central  America  by  United  Kingdom 
firms.  (D.C.I.  88,424.)

FIRE  INSURANCE  RATES  IN  ONTARIO. 

Commission  of  Eaqniry  appointed  by  Provincial  Government. 

The  Imperial  Trade  Correspondent  at  Toronto  (Mr.  F.  W.  Field) 
reports,  under  date  27th  Octolcer,  that  the  Ontario  Government  has 
appointed  a  special  Commission  to  consider  the  question  of  fire 
insurance  rates  and  their  control. 

'Phe  Commission  is  (1)  to  enquire  into  and  report  upon  :  — 

(a)  The  methods  by  which  insurance  companies  registered  or 
licensed  by  the  Province  of  Ontario,  their  representatives  or  agents, 
transact  all  classes  of  insurance  business  other  than  life  and  marine 
insurance,  but  more  particularly  in  regard  to  fire,  motor  vehicle, 
plate  glass,  boiler  and  accident  insurance; 

(h)  The  methtnls,  rules,  regulations  and  practices  of  all  associations 
of  such  insurance  companies,  a»id  associations  of  representatives  or 
agents  of  such  insurance  companies,  with  regard  to  making  and 
enforcing  or  controlling  rates,  commissions,  forms,  clauses,  contracts, 
or  the  placing  of  insurance  ; 

(c)  The  advisability  of  adopting  statutory  conditions  for  motor 
vehicle,  plate  glass,  boiler  and  accident  insurance  policies ; 

(d)  The  existing  laws  of  Ontario  in  relation  to  the  foregoing  and 
their  practical  operation  ; 

(e)  The  existing  laws  of  Ontario  in  relation  to  unlicensed  insurance 
and  their  practical  operation  ; 

(f)  Any  matter  arising  out  of  the  foregoing  which  it  is  necessary 
to  investigate  with  a  view  to  the  above  enquiries ;  and 

(2)  To  make  any  such  recommendations  in  regard  to  the  above  as 
may  be  thought  advisable. 

In  this  connection  Mr.  Field  has  forwarded  a  copy  of  a  report  on 
fire  insurance  rates  and  their  control  submitted  to  the  Commission  by 
the  Fire  Marshal  of  the  Province  of  Ontario,  also  a  copy  of  a  statement 
made  before  the  Commission  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Canadian  Fire 
Underwriters’  Association  on  behalf  of  that  Association.

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MATKRIAL  FOR  PUBLIC  WORKS  IK  NATAL. 

Preference  to  British  or  Allied  Goods. 

The  Department  of  Commercial  Intelligence  has  been  informed,  l)y 
the  conrte.^iy  of  the  London  Agents  of  the  Durban  Municipality,  that 
at  a  recent  meeting  of  the  Durban  Town  Council  a  recommendation 
by  a  Committee  of  the  Council  that  the  following  Resolutions  be  sub¬ 
mitted  to  the  Natal  Municipal  Association  for  consideration  and 
adoption  was  adopted  by  the  Council  and  effect  has  been  given 
thereto : — 

1.  (n)  That  every  Natal  Municipal  Council  and  Local  Hoard  be 
asked  to  affirm  the  principle  that  all  gojds  and  materials  purchased 
out  of  the  juiblic  funds  should  be  the  produce  of  Hritish  or  Allied 
countries,  and  that  such  a  condition  shall  be  inserted  in  all  speci¬ 
fications  for  the  suppl\'  of  goods  or  materials,  unless  it  can  be  shown 
that  such  goods  can  onlj’^  be  purchased  from  neutral  countries. 

(/>)  That  every  Natal  local  authority  be  askel  to  furnish  to  the 
Secretary  of  the  Natal  Municipal  Association,  for  transmission  to  the 
Right  Hon.  the  Prime  Minister,  a  return  of  those  goods  which  it  has 
been  customary  to  purchase  from  enemy  or  neutral  countries,  with  a 
view  to  the  information  being  forwarded  to  the  Union  High  Com¬ 
missioner  in  London,  for  publication  for  the  information  of  British 
manufacturers. 

2.  That  the  Natal  Municipal  Association  be  recommended  to  sub¬ 

mit  resolutions  (a)  and  (f>)  to  the  next  meeting  of  the  United 
Municipal  Associations  of  South  Africa,  and  that  that  Association  be 
urged  to  impress  upon  its  constituent  authorities  in  the  Cape,  Trans¬ 
vaal,  and  Orange  Free  State  Provinces,  the  desirability  of  acting  in 
the  direction  indicated  in  those  resolutions.  (IMM.  48,0L*>.) 


KKGULATION  OF  TRADE  IN  TERRITORY  KNOWN  A8 
“GERMAN  EAST  AFRICA.” 

With  reference  to  the  notice  on  page  G57  of  last  week’s  issue  of 
the  “  Hoard  of  I'rade  Journal,”  relative  to  the  regulation  of  trade  in 
“  German  East  Africa,"  it  appears  from  telegraphic  information  re¬ 
ceived  at  the  Colonial  Office  on  22nd  November,  from  the  Deputy 
Governor  of  the  East  Africa  Protectorate  that,  up  to  that  date,  all 
imports  into  occupied  territories  of  “German  East  Africa”  have 
come  from  Zanzibar  or  East  Africa  Protectorate  stocks,  and  that  the 
question  of  direct  imports  will  be  treated  by  the  Customs  authorities 
on  the  same  lines  as  for  the  East  Africa  Protectorate. 

The  Colonial  Office  add  that  arrangements  have  been  made  for  the 
shipment  of  goods  from  the  United  Kingdom  on  the  same  terms 
and  conditions  as  "are  in  force  for  shipments  to  the  East  Africa 
I’rotectorate.  The  same  regulations  consequently  apply  regarding 
the  issue  by  the  Board  of  Customs  and  Excise  of  Specification 
Form  20  for  goods  of  neutral  origin  re-exported  from  the  United 
Kingdom,  while  goods  imported  direct  from  neutral  countries  will 
be  subject  to  the  production  of  certificates  of  origin  and  interest, 
or  certificates  of  interest,  in  all  cases  where  such  documents  are 
necessary  for  imports  into  the  Protectorate.

FRENCH  CONTRABAND  LIST. 

The  “Journal  Ofticiel”  (Paris)  of  23rd  November  publishes  the 
text  of  a  notification  making  modifications  in  and  additions  to  the 
list  of  articles  which  the  French  Covernment  have  declared  absolute 
and  conditional  contraband  of  war.  The  modifications  atid  additions 
referred  to  are  identical  with  those  recently  made  by  the  British 
Government  —  see  pp.  653-4  of  the  “Board  of  Trade  Journal”  of 
30th  November.

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AUSTKO-HUN(iAlUAN  HANKIN(^  SYNDICATE  TO 
OI’KRATK  IN  TURKEY. 

According  to  information  recently  publi.shed in  the  Austro-Hungarian 
press,  two  Austrian  and  two  Hungarian  l)ank8  have  combined  to  form  a 
new  syndicate,  under  the  style  of  “The  Austro-Hungarian  (Orient 
Group”,  for  operations  in  Turkey.  The  banks  concerned  are  the 
Oesterreichische  Creditanstalt,  the  Wiener  Hank-Verein,  the 
Ungarischen  Allgemeinen  Creditbank  and  the  Pester  Ungarische 
Commerx-ial  Hank. 

All  four  institutions  have  already  carried  on  banking  and  financial 
operations  in  Turkey.  The  first-named  has  represented  the  interests 
of  Austro-Hungarian  holders  of  'fiirkisli  bonds  in  the  management  of 
the  Ottoman  Public  Debt,  and  founded  the  Turkish  tobacco  monopoly. 
The  Wiener  Hank-V’erein  has  for  years  had  a  branch  in  Constantinople 
and  an  agency  in  Smyrna,  and,  together  with  the  Deutsche  Hank,  is 
interested  in  a  number  of  Turkish  railw.ays.  The  Ungarischen 
Allgemeinen  Creditbank  has  set  up  an  electrical  enterprise  in 
Constantinople  which  built  the  tramway  there;  this  bank  holds  a 
prominent  position  in  Turkish  industry.  The  Pester  Ungarische 
Commercial  Hank  has  done  business  in  many  centres  in  the  Halkans. 
The  four  banks  have  already  co-operated  in  Hulgaria,  having  been 
instrumental  in  setting  up  in  that  country  the  Haiujue  Halkanique. 

So  far  as  the  separate  banking  activities  of  the  four  institutions  are 
concerned,  these  wiil  not  l)e  affected  by  the  agreement.  Hut  where 
it  is  a  case  of  opening  uj)  commercial  or  industrial  possibilities  in 
Turkey,  the  syndicate  will  act  as  a  single  entity.  The  establishment 
of  this  syndicate  is  stated  to  he  a  preparation  for  the  fiost  helium 
period.  The  symlicate  has  appointed  two  committees  of  enquiry  :  one 
to  study  possibilities  in  industry  and  mining;  and  the  other  to 
consider  questions  of  building  and  transport. 


TAX  ON  ADVEimSING  IN  MONTEVIDKO. 

According  to  a  report  to  his  Government  by  the  United  States 
V’’ice-Consul  at  Montevideo,  published  in  “  Commerce  Reports” 
(Washington)  of  6th  November,  the  Uruguayan  Government  has 
passed  a  Law  which  places  a  ta.x  on  all  classes  of  adv^ertising  posted 
in  public  places  in  the  city  of  Montevideo.  This  applies  to  all  hand¬ 
bills,  theatre  programmes,  names  printed  on  awnings  or  windows, 
electric  signs,  and  street  car  advertising.  Matter  sent  through  the 
post  pays  no  tax.  The  United  States  Vice-Consul  adds  that  as  a 
result  of  considerations  advanced  by  several  commercial  organisations 
in  Montevideo  it  is  possible  that  tlie  law  may  be  modified.

FORKKiN  TRADE  AND  RESOURCES  OF  THE 
UEEGIAN  COX(JO. 

Advance  statistics  relating  to  the  foreign  trade  of  the  Belgian  Congo 
in  1915  have  been  received,  through  the  Foreign  Office,  from  the 
Acting  British  Cotisul  at  Boma  (  Mr.  A.  *1.  Wallach).  From  these  it 
appears  that  the  value  of  the  imports  for  consumption  of  merchan¬ 
dise  into  that  country  (excluding  the  Katanga)  in  1915  was  1 1.239,000 
francs  (alxiut  £150,000  at  par)  as  compared  with  28,857,000  francs 
(about  £1,15 1,000)  in  1914-,  and  58,802,000  franca  (about  £2,353  000) 
in  1913.  As  might  be  expected  from  these  figures,  practically  every 
item  shows  a  decrease  in  1915  as  compared  with  the  previous  year. 
Cotton  goods  are  still  by  far  the  most  important  class  of  imports, 
thougii  the  value  of  these  in  1915  was  only  a  little  more  than  half 
that  in  1914.

Resources  of  the  Colony. 

In  connection  with  the  foregoing:,  the  following  summary  of  a 
speech  recently  delivered  by  the  (Governor- General  of  the  Belgian 
Congo  m.ay  be  of  interest.  The  summary  is  taken  from  a  report 
published  in  the  “  XXe  Si^cle  ”  (Havre)  of  18th  November,  an  extract 
from  which  has  been  forwarded  by  ll.M.  Minister  accredited  to  the 
Belgian  Government; — 

The  Governor-General  is  reported  as  having  said  that  in  spite  of 
the  financial  strain  imposed  by  the  war,  the  Colony  continues  to 
prosper,  and  the  revenue  is  expected  to  show  a  surplus  of  8,000,000  frs. 
over  the  estimates  in  the  current  Budget. 

Mineral  indnslrg. — The  working  of  the  gold  fields  at  Kilo  and 
Moto  has  progressed,  and  the  yield  has  exceeded  expectations. 
Diamond,  prospecting  in  the  bed  of  the  Kasai  River  has  been 
profitable ;  during  the  last  two  years  imjiortant  finds  have  been 
in.ade.  The  copper  mines  and  w’orks  have  been  exploited  intensively 
in  order  to  profit  b)’  the  favourable  market  for  this  metal.  During 
the  second  half  of  1915  the  three  furnaces  in  service  produced  G,914 
tons  of  copper  and  170  tons  of  matte. 

Agriculture. — The  rise  in  the  j)rice  of  ruhher  has  revived  the 
interest  of  buyers  in  the  Congo  product,  the  value  of  which  had 
deprecmted  during  1914.  The  production  of  paltn  oil  in  the  Haut 
Congo  increased  from  219  metric  tons  in  1914  to  1,425  tons  in  1915, 
while  the  output  of  palm  kernels  increased  from  1,160  tons  in  the 
former  year  to  4,994  tons  in  the  latter.  Rice  cultivation  is  developing 
in  the  Colony,  the  harvest  in  1915  amounting  to  5,000  tons,  per¬ 
mitting  of  the  exportation  of  about  1,140  tons.  Cotton  is  being 
planted  and  there  are  good  prospects  for  the  ilevelopment  of  cojfee, 
cocoa,  and  manioc  cultivation.  (C.  32.130.)

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IMPORTS  OK  PAPP]K  INTO  CHINA. 

'I’he  Assistant  British  Commercial  Attache  at  Shanghai  (Mr.  A. 
Hoe(‘,  C.I.K.)  writes  calling  attention  to  an  article  in  a  recent  issue 
of  the  “  British  Chamber  of  Commerce  Journal  ”  (Shanghai)  dealing 
with  the  paper  trade  of  Chins,  from  which  the  following  particulars 
are  taken  : — 

In  comparison  with  the  great  population  of  China  the  import  trade 
in  foreign  paper  cannot  be  said  to  be  great,  yet  the  aggregate  of  the 
business  done  is  far  tyom  l)eing  unimportant,  and  a  study  of  the 
figures  of  the  returns  of  recent  years  will  show  that  the  trade  is 
expanding  annually. 

The  value  of  imports  ot  paper  and  cardlxjard  into  China  in  1015 
wjis  G, 375, 705  Ilk.  taels*,  as  compared  with  6,724,761  Hk.  taels  in 
1014,  and  7,212,082  Ilk.  taels  in  1013,  and  with  a  total  in  1008  of 
3,733,775  Hk.  taels.  It  will  W  seen  that  the  value  of  the  trade  has 
increased  in  the  last  seven  years  by  about  75  per  cent.  The  return 
for  1015  cannot,  however,  be  considered  a  fair  indication  of  the 
market,  as  for  many  months  the  demand  for  certain  classes  of  paper 
could  only  partially  be  met  by  foreign  manufacturers. 

The  classes  of  foreign  paper  most  in  demand  consist  of  the  follow-’ 
ing  varieties; — Marhiue-tjlazed  cap;  cap,  one  side  caltwieied, ;  ^rrinting 
jHiper,  calendered,  uncalendered,  and  coloured ;  netrs  jirint,  cheap 
<lvalHies ;  cover  and  art  ixiper ;  (jlazed  ami  tissue  2>ai>er ;  hraft  and 
trrapping  f>af>er ;  and  siraivlmard. 

Machine  ijUiztd  cap  is  manufactured  particularly  for  the  China  mar¬ 
ket  and  exceeds  all  other  varieties  in  the  im{K)rt  returns.  It  is  almost 
a  tissue  paper  and  to  understand  the  large  demand  for  this  unusual 
class  one  needs  to  be  familiar  with  Chinese  forms  of  books  and  pam¬ 
phlets.  A  great  many  Chinese  books,  pamphlets  and  folders  are 
printed  with  uncut  leaves,  the  printing  being  only  on  one  side  of 
the  paper,  and  the  intervening  pages  left  blank.  Thus  each  leaf  of  a 
book  is  really  two  leaves,  and  machine-glazed  cap  is  employed  for  the 
purpose.  Machine-gl.azed  c^p  is  imported  in  sheets  25  in.  by 
4“I  in.,  500  of  which  weigh  16^  lbs.  This  paper  is  furnished  in 
large  quantities  by  Norway  and  Sweden  and  to  a  lesser  extent  by 
Germany  and  Austria. 

Bink,  green,  yellow  and  orange  }>rini{n(f  areused  for  posters, 

street  advertising,  etc.,  and  may  bt‘  glazed  on  one  side,  but  are 
mostly  unglazed.  Cheap  news  jirint  has  a  large  sale  as  it  is  this 
quality  which  is  used  for  Chinese  newspapers.  It  is  imported  in  sizes 
31  ins.  by  43  ins.  (500  sheets  weigh  37  lbs),  other  sizes  being 
27  ins.  by  40  ins.  and  25  ins.  by  35  ins.  This  ])aper  is  also  made  use 
of  for  posters  and  handbills,  express  notices,  street  advertising, 
Chinese  account  books,  scribbling  pads,  etc,,  and  further  as  wrapping 
paper  in  silk  shops,  a.s  lining  for  tea  lx)xe8,  and  for  many  other 
purposes. 

Gof'er  and  art  j>aper,  both  glazed  and  embossed,  is  much  employed 
for  covering  fancy  boxes  and  for  making  Chinese  envelopes.  Ghized 

•  The  .iveraire  valuv  of  the  Haikwan  tael  was  3s.  Opl.  in  1913,  2.s.  8Jil.  in  1914,  and 
2s.  7iil.  in  lai.'l.  ItHi  H.aikwan  faels=lll'40  Slianjfhai  taels,  for  which  exchange 
quotations  are  made. 
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and  tiss^ie  papers,  in  white  and  in  many  bright  colours,  are  employed 
in  making  paper  ornaments  and  artificial  fiowers,  and  for  many  other 
purposes  of  a  similar  nature.  Kraft  and  wrappimj  paper  have  a  fairly 
large  sale  but  no  actual  figures  of  imports  can  be  obtained.  The 
demand  for  this  class  is  much  under  that  for  printing  paper.  Straw- 
hoard,  purchased  by  the  ton,  is  imported  in  large  quantities  and  in  all 
w'eights  almost  entirely  from  Japan.

From  these  figures  it  will  be  seen  that  Japan  furnished  about  33  per 
cent,  of  the  total  imports  of  paper  and  cardboard  in  1915.  The  portion 
entered  through  Hong  Kong  is  entirely  imported  from  foreign  countries 
to  be  ultimately  distributed  to  South  China  cities. 

While  the  figures  presented  do  not  show  that  the  trade  in  paper, 
when  compared  with  that  of  other  countries,  is  as  yet  large,  still  they 
show  that  it  is  in  a  growing  and  healthy  condition,  and  there  can  be 
no  doubt  but  that  a  permanent  and  increasing  demand  for  foreign 
paper  of  many  varieties  will  continue  to  exist.  It  is  improbable  that 
any  great  extension  of  paper  manufacture  along  modern  lines  will  be 
followed  in  China  for  some  time  to  come,  and  foreign  paper  will  be 
required  to  supply  the  increasing  demand.  The  many  political 
changes  within  the  country  in  recent  years  have  been  the  means  of 
vastly  increasing  the  number  and  circulation  of  native  newspapers ; 
publishing  houses  for  the  production  of  school  and  other  books  have 
come  into  existence,  and  their  number  is  being  constantly  added  to ; 
and  advertising,  both  by  foreign  dealers  as  well  as  by  Chinese  them¬ 
selves,  is  much  in  vogue — all  of  which  contributes  towards  the 
increased  demand  for  foreign  paper  and  paper  requisites  in  the  China 
market.

The  lioard  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  have  issued  an  Order  (“  Liver¬ 
pool  (Birkenh«»a(i)  Foreign  Animals  Wharf 
Order  of  1916  ”),  dated  the  23rd  November, 
which  provides  tliat,  as  from  the  1st 
December,  animals  brought  from  the 
Dominion  of  Canada  or  from  Newfoundland 
or  from  the  Uaittyi  States  of  America  or  from 
Iceland  in  a  vessel  which  has  not — 

(a)  within  twenty-eight  days  before,  or  at  any  time  since,  taking 
the  animals  on  lx)ard,  had  on  bxard  an  animal  exported  or 
carried  cttastwise  from  a  port  in  any  country  except  the 
Dominion  of  Canada,  Newfoundland,  the  United  States  of 
America,  Iceland,  and  the  British  Isles  ;  or 
(/>)  witliin  twenty-one  days  before,  or  at  any  time  since,  taking 
the  animals  on  board,  entered  or  been  in  a  p(trt  in  any 
country  except  the  British  Isles,  the  Dominion  of  Canada, 
Newfoundland,  the  United  Stat»‘s  of  America,  and  Iceland; 
may  l>e  landed  for  slaughter  (within  10  days  of  landing)  at  the 
Foreujn  Animals  Wharf,  Itirkenhead,  which  is  defined  in  the  Schedule 
to  the  Order. 


It  is  provided,  however,  that  animals  shall  not  be  landed  at  the 
Foreign  Animals  Wharf  unless  and  until  the  master  of  the  vessel  has 
on  the  occasion  of  their  importation  delivered  to  the  Commissioners 
of  (iustoms  and  Kxcise,  or  their  proper  officer,  a  declaration  made 
and  signed  that  all  the  animals  then  imported  therein  are  properly 
imported  according  to  the  provisions  of  this  Order.  Nothing  in  this 
Order  shall  affect  the  prohibition  of  the  landing  of  swine  brought 
from  a  port  in  the  United  States  of  America,  which  is  (contained  in 
Article  5  of  the  “  Foreign  Animals  Order  of  1910.” 

[Note — The  Order  noted  above  supersedes  the  “Liverpool 
(Birkenhead)  Foreign  Animals  Wharf  Order  1915,”  noted  at  page 
686  of  the  “  Board  of  Trade  Journal  ”  for  the  2nd  September,  1915.] 

The  Board  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  have  also  issued  an  Order, 
dated  the  23rd  November,  which  withdraws  the  United  States  of 
America  fiom  the  ap[)lication  of  the  “Foreign  Animals  Order  of 
1915”  (for  which  see  the  notice  at  pages  68()-8  of  the  “  Board  of 
'I’rade  Journal  ”  for  the  2nd  September,  1915).  (D.  32,167.) 


A  further  Order  of  the  Board  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  (“  Foreign

Agreement  respecting 
Trade  with  Morocco 
and  Egypt  in  Transit 
Through  British  and 
French  Territories  in 
Africa. 


The  Foreign  Office  have  recently  published,  in  the  “  Treaty  Series  ” 
(Treaty  Series,  No.  7  of  1016)  the  text  of  an 
Agreement  between  the  United  Kingdom  and 
France,  signed  at  London  on  the  24th  August, 
1016,  respecting  trade  with  Morocco  and 
Kgypt  in  transit  through  British  and  French 
Territories  in  Africa. 

The  Agreement  provides  (Article  1)  that 
goods  exported  from,  or  despatched  to,  the  United  Kingdom,  which 
may  be  despatched  to,  or  emanate  from,  Morocco,  and  which  pass  in 
transit  through  Tunis,  Algeria  or  other  territories  bordering  on 
Morocco  and  belonging  to  France  or  recognising  her  sovereignty,  and 
goods  exported  fro.m,  or  despatched  to,  France  which  may  be  des¬ 
patched  to,  or  emanate  from,  Egypt,  and  which  pass  in  transit 
through  British  East  Africa  or  Uganda,  shall  be  accorded  a  treatment 
exact!}’’  similar  to  that  applied  respectively  to  goods  exported  from, 
or  despatched  to,  France,  and  to  goods  exported  from  or  despatched  to, 
the  United  Kingdom,  so  far  as  concerns  Customs  duties  and  other  dues 
to  which  they  may  l)e  liable  in  the  territories  through  which  they  pass 
in  ti’ansit,  so  far  as  they  concern  railway  rates  and  imposts,  so  far  as 
concerns  the  Customs  regulations  in  force  affecting  their  ingress  and 
egress,  so  far  as  concerns  the  method  of  transit,  and,  in  general,  so 
far  as  concerns  all  Customs  facilities.  For  the  execution  of  the 
Agreement  a  Decree  shall  lay  down  the  conditions  governing  the 
transit  across  Algerian  territory  of  goods  of  foreign  origin  emanating 
from  or  despatched  to  Morocco  {see  heloiv). 

Article  2  provides  that  the  Agreement  shall  be  valid  for  a  period 
of  thirty  years  ;  and  unless  it  is  expressly  denounced  at  least  one 
year  in  advance,  this  period  shall  be  extended  for  five  years  at  a 
time. 


In  connection  with  the  foregoing  Agreement  (Article  1)  the  Blue- 
book  contains  a  translation  of  a  French  Presidential  Decree  dated  the 
2nd  May,  1915,  regu  ating  the  transit  of  goods  through  Algeria.

'Phe  Board  of  Trade  have  received  information  from  the  Director- 
General  of  Commercial  Intelligence,  Calcutta, 
that  it  has  been  decided  by  the  Government 
of  India  that  9  per  cent,  should  be  adopted  as 
the  standard  proportion  of  fat  to  be  required  in 
tins  which  are  to  be  passed  as  full  cream  con¬ 
densed  milk.  All  tins  of  condensed  milk  showing  fat  contents  below 
this  standard  are  to  be  marked  “  prepared  from  skimmed  milk.”  It 
is  also  provided  that  the  percentage  of  fat  in  sweetened  condensed 
milk  shall  be  calculated  on  the  whole  product,  as  in  the  case  of  un-

DOMINION  OF  CANADA. 

Tlie  “Canada  Gazette”  of  the  1th  November,  1916,  contains  copy  of 
an  Order-in-Council,  dated  2l8t  October,  1916, 
which  embodies  the  Regulations  for  granting  a 
drawback  of  Customs  duty  on  articles  used  in 
the  original  construction  of  vessels  built  in 
Canada  on  and  after  1st  November,  1916.  The 
Regulations  provide  that  a  drawback  not  exceeding  99  per  cent  of 
the  Customs  duty  paid,  may  be  granted  and  paid  by  the  Minister  of 
Customs  on  materials  used  in  the  original  construction  of  ships  and 
vessels  measuring  over  500  tons  grohS  tonnage  built  in  Canada,  when 
such  ships  or  ves.sels  are  authorised  by  Order-in-Council  to  be  exported 
for  registry  outside  of  Canada,  or  are  British  registered  in  Canada, 
and  are  constructed  so  as  to  obtain  a  class  in  Lloyds,  Bureau  Veritas, 
British  Corporation,  or  other  recognised  classification  satisfactory  to 
the  Minister  of  Customs.  It  is  also  provided  in  the  Regulations  that 
the  drawback  payable  under  this  section  shall  be  in  lieu  of  any  draw¬ 
back  based  on  a  speciGc  rate  per  registered  ton.  The  method  of 
procedure  to  secure  payment  of  drawback,  and  the  forms  of 
declaration  required  in  connection  therewith  are  also  specified. 

In  connection  with  the  Order  in  Council  above  specified,  a 
Memorandum  has  been  issued  by  the  Department  of  Customs,  Canada, 
dated  Ist  November,  1916,  stating  that  imported  materials  to  be  used 
in  the  construction  of  vessels  in  accordance  with  these  Regulations 
may  be  entered  as  for  warehouse  by  the  builder  in  yards  or  buildings 
approved  by  the  Minister  of  Customs,  and  may  be  ex- warehoused 
temporarily  for  the  construction  of  the  vessel,  subject  to  a  deposit  of 
one  per  cent  of  the  duty  under  Customs  supervision  and  regulation.

NEWFOUNDLAND. 


Exportation  of  Timber 
or  Lumber  permitted 
under  certain  conditions. 


The  Hoard  of  d'rade  have  received  copy  of  an  Act  entitled  “  An  Act 
respecting  the  Exportation  of  Timber  ” 
(cap.  xix.  of  1916),  which  amends  previous 
Acts  in  this  connection  by  extending  the 
period  during  which  the  exportation  of 
timber  will  be  permitted,  when  in  accordance  with  certain  specified 
conditions. 

Under  this  Act  it  is  declared  lawful  for  any  persons  to  export  to 
any  place  in  the  United  Kingdom,  or  in  the  Republic  of  France, 
any  timber  or  lumber  for  pit  props  cur  before  the  Slst  day  of  Decem¬ 
ber,  1917,  or  before  the  expiration  of  six  months  from  the  date  on 
which  His  Majesty  shall  cause  a  l*roclamation  to  issue,  declaring  that 
a  state  of  war  no  longer  exists  between  His  Majesty  and  the  countries 
with  which  hostilities  are  at  present  pending,  whichever  period 
shall  be  shorter ;  and  declares  that  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any  person 
to  export  to  any  place  in  the  United  Kingdom  or  in  the  Republic  of 
France,  any  timber  or  lumber  for  pit  props  which  shall,  prior  to  the 
fifteenth  day  of  April  of  the  present  year,  have  been  cut  on  the  area 
known  as  the  three-mile  limit.  J^ower  is  given  the  Governor  in 
Gouncil  to  appoint  a  Board  consisting  of  five  members,  to  be  known 
as  the  “  Timber  Exportation  Board.”  The  Act  lays  down  the  duties 
of  the  said  Board,  and  provides  that  no  Customs  Officer,  after  notice 
of  the  appointment  of  such  Board  and  of  the  prices  fixed  by  such 
Board,  shall  accept  any  export  entry  for  timber  or  lumber  for  pit 
props  without  satisfactory  proof  that  the  |)rice  paid  for  such  timber  or 
lumber  is  not  less  than  the  minimum  price  fixed  by  such  Board  for 
the  locality  in  which  such  timber  or  lumber  was  purchased. 

Under  the  Act  which  is  hereby  amended  exportation  was  permitted 
under  certain  specified  conditions  to  the  above-mentioned  destinations 
until  the  31st  December,  1916.

Adverting  to  the  notice  which  appeared  on  j).  233  of  the  “  Board  of 
Trade  Journal  ”  of  the  2Hh  April,  1916,  relative 
to  the  prohibition  of  the  importation  into  the 
Commonwealth  of  citrus  plants  from  any  part  of 
the  world  under  Quarantine  Proclamation  No.  2 
of  1916,  the  Board  of  Trade  have  now  received 
copy  of  Quarantine  Proclamation  No.  9  of  1916,  dated  20th  Sep¬ 
tember,  1916,  which  re})eals  the  alrove-mentioned  Proclamation.  The 
present  Proclamation  prohibits  the  importation  into  Australia  of  citrus 
plants  (including  citrus  fruits)  from  any  part  of  the  world  in  which  the 
disease  citrus  canker  or  Japanese  canker  exists :  provided  that  citrus 
fruits  may  be  imported  from  the  States  of  California  and  Arizona  in 
the  United  States  of  America  subject  to  the  condition  that  each  con¬ 
signment  is  accompanied  by  an  official  certificate  dated  and  signed  by 
a  responsible  officer  of  a  (Tovernment  Department  of  the  country  of 
origin,  giving  the  name  of  the  State  in  which  it  was  grown,  identi¬ 
fying  the  fruit,  stating  the  quantit5%  and  certifying — 

(n)  that  the  fruit  was  grown  in  the  State  specified  ; 

(/<)  that  citrus  canker  does  not  exist  in  the  said  State ;  and 
(c)  that  the  consignment  is  free  from  citrus  canker  and  from  all 
other  diseases. 

The  term  citrus  ”  as  used  in  the  Proclamation  includes  all  plants 
l)elonging  to  the  sub-family  or  tribe  Citrat.ae,  (C.  32,:t3i ) 


The  Board  of  Tirade  have  also  received  copy  of  Proclamation,  dated 
2bth  September,  1916,  which  has  been  issued 
under  the  Customs  Act,  1901-16,  and  which  pro¬ 
hibits  the  importation  into  the  Commonwealth  of 
Australia  of  the  medicinal  preparation  now  known 
and  described  as  “  Cancerine,”  whether  described  by  that  name  or  by 
any  other  name.

DOMINION  OF  NEW  ZEALAND. 

With  reference  to  the  notices  which  appeared  on  pp.  364-6,  and  on 
pp.  445-6  of  the  “  Board  of  'IVade  Journal  ”  of 
the  2nd  and  9tli  November  respectively,  giving 
particulars  of  ^lemoranda  issued  by  the  lligli 
Commissioner  in  London,  relating  to  the  prohibi¬ 
tion  of  the  importation  into  New  Zealand  of  goods 
from  certain  foreign  countries,  unless  in  accordance 
with  the  terms  of  a  licence  issued  by  the  Comptroller  of  Customs  in 
New  Zealand,  the  Board  of  Trade  have  now  received  from  the 
London  Office  of  the  High  Commissioner  for  New  Zealand,  copy  of  a 
further  Memorandum  dated  25th  November,  1916,  which  cancels  the 
above-mentioned  Memoranda. 

It  states  that  the  High  Commissioner  desires  to  inform  those 
interested  that  he  is  now  advised  by  cablegram  that  the  Regulations 
requiring  licences  for  the  importation  of  foreign  origin  goods  into 
the  Dominion  have  been  revoked,  and  consequently  he  asks  that  the 
above-mentioned  Memoranda  be  regarded  as  cancelled,  as  also  any 
letters  or  licences  that  may  have  been  sent  in  respect  of  or  in 
connection  with  such  Regulations.  (S'-  32,486.) 


EGYPT. 

The  Supplement  to  the  “  Journal  Officiel  ”  of  the  9th  November 
contains  copy  of  a  Ministerial  Decree  of  the  7th 
November,  1916,  prohibiting  the  exportation  or 
re-exportation  by  sea  or  by  land  of  gold  bullion 
or  specie,  except  under  special  authority  from  the 
Ministry  of  Finance. 

The  notice  of  13th  September,  1915,  notifying  that  persons  leaving 
Kgypt  were  prohibited  from  taking  with  them  in  gold  sums  exceed¬ 
ing  in  value  £15  lor  each  adult  is  therefore  no  longer  necessary  and 
is  withdrawn.

28th  October/1 0th  November,  authorising,  as 
a  temporary  measure,  until  the  end  of  the 
war,  the  importation  at  ports  of  the  I’acific  Ocean,  free  of  Customs 
duties,  of  lish  of  all  kinds  caught  by  Japanese  subjects  in  fishing  areas 
leased  by  them,  and  subject  to  the  stipulations  of  the  Russo-Japanese 
Fisheries  Convention  of  the  15th/28th  July,  1907.  The  Governor- 
General  of  the  Pri-Amour,  acting  in  concurrence  with  the  Com¬ 
mandant  of  the  Siberian  Flotilla,  is  empowered  to  authorise  the 
conveyance  of  such  fish  to  Russian  Pacific  ports  by  Japanese  subjects 
and  in  ships  Hying  the  Japanese  Hag.

This  bond 
must  l>e  returned  for  discharge  within  a  period  ot  three  months, 
accompanied  by  a  certificate  of  discharge  from  the  administrative 
authorities  at  the  place  where  the  consignee  resides.

The  (leor^aan  Hay  Ship  Canal  Scheme  is  a  pro})08al  to  construct  a 
deep  waterway  from  Georgian  Hay  (the  north¬ 
eastern  portion  of  Lake  Huron)  to  the  harbour  of 
Montreal,  by  way  ol  the  French  and  Ottawa  rivers. 
Under  the  authority  of  Parliament,  a  survey  and 
investigation  of  the  practicability  and  probable 
cost  ol  this  canal  was  undeitaken  by  a  board  of 
engineers,  and  in  1900  a  report  was  submitted,  the  plans  providing 
for  a  waterway  22  ft.  deep,  with  a  length  of  440  miles,  in  which 
there  would  be  28  miles  of  canal  excavation,  and  0(3  miles  of  channel 
dredging.  There  wei-e  to  be  27  locks,  and  the  total  cost  of  the 
whole  undertaking  was  placed  at  about  125,000,000  dols.  (about 
£25,700,000).  In  1914  a  Ko3’al  Commission  was  appointed  to  report 
upon  the  commercial  feasibility  of  such  a  canal,  and  in  general  upon 
manj'  elements  ol  the  transportation  problem  in  Canada. 

The  Interim  Report  which  has  been  issued  states  that  a  reasonable 
judgment  upon  the  economic  feasibility  of  this  scheme  must  be  based 
upon  a  stud}’  of  tacts  and  an  estimate  of  tendencies  and  possibilities  of 
development,  and  as  these  desiderata  have  not  previously  been  statisti¬ 
cally  studied  in  Canada,  and  are  not  adequately  set  forth  in  existing 
compilations,  it  was  considered  desirable  to  collect  and  arrange  certain 
important  classes  of  facts  as  preliminary  to  the  consideration  of  any 
conclusions  by  the  Commission,  and  even  as  preliminary  to  the 
holding  ot  public  hearings.  Tne  Chairman  of  the  Commission  under¬ 
took  this  preparatory  statistical  survey,  and  this  Interim  Report,  which 
takes  the  lorm  of  a  summary  statement,  illustrated  b^  diagrams 
and  accompanied  by  an  apjiendix  containing  statistical  tables, 
sets  forth  some  of  the  facts  so  far  examined.  The  Report 
deals,  iuter  alia,  with  goods  traflic  to  and  from  Lakes  Superior 
and  Michigan;  the  numlier,  capacity,  and  nationality  of  vessels; 
the  load  lactor;  total  traffic  by  principal  commodities;  future' 
development  of  traffic  ;  the  routing  of  exjxirt  wheat ;  ocean  freight 
rates  in  1915;  and  bank  returns  in  Canada.

Railway 

Extension  in  the 
Urals. 


H.M.  Consul  at  Kkaterinburg  (Mr.  T.  I’reston)  reports  that  one  of  the 
chiet  contributory  causes  of  the  lack  of  industrial 
development  in  the  Ural  region  of  Russia  has 
been  the  insufficiency  of  railway  facilities.  The 
two  main  purposes  for  which  railwa}s  are  required 
in  this  region  aie :  the  through  carriage  of  goods  between  {Siberia 
and  European  Russian  [xirts,  and  the  exploitation  of  the  mines  and 
metallurgical  and  other  works  in  the  region  itself.  The  results 
obtained  trom  the  development  of  existing  railways  show'  that  they 
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RUSSIA  — rontinut-d. 

cannot  subserve  these  two  needs  ;  in  aiming  at  satisfying  one  they 
miss  the  other. 

The  remedy  for  this  great  drawback  has  been  recognised  and  is 
rapidly  being  applied :  branch  lines  of  railway  have  been  and  are 
being  constructed  so  that  works,  mines,  forests,  etc.  are  being  brought 
into  communication  with  the  main  lines.  Recently  several  important 
branch  lines  have  been  opened  to  traffic,  the  completion  of  these 
having  been  hastened  on  owing  to  the  situation  arising  from  a  state 
of  war. 

Thus  the  Verh-Nevian$k-l\(ilata'  liailway  has  been  specially  built 
to  transport  sulphuric  pyrites  to  the  sulphuric  acid  works.  Sul¬ 
phuric  pyrites  were  formerly  largely  imported  from  Spain  and 
Portugal.  'Phis  railway  also  supplies  the  newly  opened  Kalata  copper 
works.  A  branch  from  the  main  line  to  the  Revdinsky  mining 
property  near  Kkaterinburg  is  also  being  built  for  the  transport  of 
sulphuric  pyrites,  of  which  it  is  estimated  that  there  are  sufficient 
in  the  Ekaterinburg  district  to  supply  all  the  requirements  of  Russia. 

'fhe  liogdanovitchSinarsky  Branch  of  the  Omsk  Railway  is  largely 
useful  in  connection  with  the  Government  iron  works  at  Kamensky 
Zavod.  There  are  very  extensive  iron  and  coal  deposits  at  this  point, 
as  well  as  wolfram  and  graphite  deposits. 

The  Perm-Gwnozax'odsky-Ekateriidmry  Railway,  wdiich  was  the  first 
line  built  connecting  the  towns  of  I’erm  and  Ekaterinburg  and  at  the 
same  time  touching  a  series  of  the  largest  Ural  metallurgical  works, 
now  has  two  important  branch  lines,  namely  the  A'ym  Tagil- Alapawsk 
line,  connecting  the  important  ironworks  of  Alapscvsk  with  the  main 
line,  and  the  branch  line  starting  from  Chsovskoy  and  extending  north  to 
Sohkanipsk,  which  connects  with  the  main  line  several  large  iron 
works,  the  salt  mines  of  l^olikamp^k,  and  the  coal  mines  of  Kiselloffsky. 

On  some  sections  of  the  North  Eastern  Ural  Railway,  e.g.,  from 
Hogdanovitch  in  a  northerly  direction,  trains  have  already  been 
running.  This  railway  is  chiefly  important  in  connecting  the  forests 
of  the  north  with  the  Ural  works.  Charcoal  in  large  quantities  is  to 
be  made  and  brought  to  the  mining  works,  the  rights  over  several  large 
tra('ts  of  forest  having  already  passed  into  the  hands  of  Ural  mining 
companies.  This  line  will  also  pass  through  the  Egorshinsky  coal¬ 
fields  (anthracite),  where  most  of  the  mining  companies  have  claims 
awaiting  development,  iiefore  the  war,  coke  for  the  metallurgical 
works  was  imported  from  the  United  Kingdom  and  Germany  ;  in 
most  cases  it  is  now  obtained  from  the  Southern  Donetz  district  and 
from  the  Ekibastos  mines  in  the  Southern  Steppes. 

The  North-Western  Ural  Railway  was  opened  to  traffic  for  the  first 
time  during  September.  It  passes  through  a  large  grain  district, 
and  will  connect  the  principal  Ural  works  with  an  extensive  iron 
deposit. 

The  Bogoslovsky  Railway,  which  has  branches  to  Verhny  and  Nijni 
Tourinsk,  starts  from  the  station  of  Goroblagodatsk  and  runs  in  a 
due  northerly  direction  to  the  station  of  Nadeshinsky ;  thence  a 
narrow  gauge  line  extends  to  Bogoslovsky.  This  railway  will  supply 
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the  Nadeshinsky  steel  and  iron  works  and  the  Bo^slovsky  copper 
works.  V’^ery  large  quantities  of  lumber  are  also  hauled  from  the 
north  by  this  railway  to  all  parts  of  Russia. 

Th«  Bogoshn'skij- While  Sea  li'iiliray  has  already  tieen  constructed 
as  far  as  the  station  of  Sama,  a  distance  of  75  versts  ^about  50  miles), 
where  there  are  very  extensive  iron  mines  containing  ore  of  high 
quality.  The  line  is  to  cross  the  Northern  Urals,  passing  through 
the  Oukta  (oil  fields)  district,  continuing  thence  across  to  the  White 
Sea  at  An^hangel.  This  railway,  which  is  intended  to  connect  the  Obi 
river  system  with  the  White  Sea  ports,  presents  great  technical 
difficulties  and  would  be  a  much  more  expensive  undertaking  than  a 
proposed  alternative  line  ri<f  Solikampsk  and  Oukta. 

The  main  object  of  the  Kazan- Ekuterinhunj  Radmiy,  which  should 
be  completed  during  1917,  is  to  shorten  the  route  by  which  are 
transported  the  Ural  products  to  the  Moscow  and  other  Russian 
markets. 

Among  newly  projected  railwa3’s  is  the  Shadrimk  Mislikiiio- 
Sverin'jolovsky  ItaUmaif.  'Phis  railway  will  pass  in  a  sou t h-e aster  1}’ 
direction  through  a  productive  (whe^t,  etc.)  area  of  19,336  square 
versts  (about  8,600  square  miles)  inhabited  bv  400,000  people,  and 
will  provide  a  line  of  communication  with  the  now’  inaccessible 
Kirghis  steppes  of  the  Petropavlovsk,  Kochetaj’a,  Abbazar,  Akmo- 
linsk}’,  and  Tourgaisky  districts,  which  only  await  energetic  colonists 
for  the  development  of  their  agricultural  possibilities.  (o.  27,869.)

UNITED  KINGDOM. 

A  formal  investigation  was  held  in  the  Court  House,  I’aisley,  on 
.  ,  6th,  7th,  and  13th  November,  into  the  circum- 

staiK'es  attending  the  explosion  of  a  horizontal 
cylindrical  boiler,  used  for  converting  liquefied 
^  ■  starch  into  glucose,  which  occurred  at  a  starch 

manufacturing  works  at  Paisley  on  26th  July  last.  The  Com¬ 
missioners  found  that  the  explosion  was  brought  about  by  deterioration 
of  the  plates  of  the  converter,  which  must  have  been  going  on  for 
some  considerable  time.  Several  persons  were  to  blame  in  various 
degrees,  and  a  total  sum  of  £100  was  ordered  to  be  paid  towards  the 
costs  of  the  investigation.  (M.  20,io6.')

H.M.  Trade  Commissioner  in  Soutli  Africa  (Mr.  W.  G.  Wickham)  re¬ 
ports  that  the  recent  expansion  of  the  South  ,\frican 
coal  industry,  in  spite  of  increased  railwa]’  rates, 
is  noteworthy.  During  September,  895,014  tons 
of  coal  were  mined  in  the  Union,  valued  at  £245,845.  This  consti¬ 
tutes  a  record,  and  represents  an  increase  in  value  of  £4,700  over 
the  August  output.  A  new  export  trade  in  this  commodity  has 
sprung  up  as  a  result  of  war  conditions,  which  have  sent  many  vessels 
to  South  African  ports  for  bunker  and  cargo  coal.  There  is  every 
prospect  that  if  this  temporary  advantage  be  followed  up,  a  thriving 
export  trade  on  permanent  lines  will  be  built  up.

NEW  ZEALAND. 

H.M.  Trade  Commissioner  in  New  Zealand  (Mr.  R.  W.  Dalton)  has 
forwarded  an  exti’act  from  the  local  press,  dated 
1916^^*  October,  commenting  upon  the  final  return  by 

°  ’  the  De|)artment  of  Agriculture  of  the  number  of 

sheep  in  the  Dominion.  1  he  interim  return  of  the  number  of  sheep 
in  the  Dominion  on  30fh  April  last  fsee  p.  138  of  the  “  Hoard  of 
Trade  Journal  ”  of  12th  October)  showed  a  decrease  of  293,553  as 
com})ared  with  the  previous  year,  but  the  final  return  now  published 
shows  that  the  actual  decrease  was  o)d\'  30,244.  There  was  no  decrease 
in  the  case  of  breeding  ewes ;  it  is  satisfactor}’  to  note  that  these 
show  an  increase  over  last  year  ot  298,942  in  flock  breeding  ewes, 
whilst  stud  breeding  ewes  show  an  increase  of  15,000. 

The  small  total  decrease  can  be  accounted  for  by  the  drought  con¬ 
ditions  which  prevailed  in  parts  of  the  Dominion  last  year.  Canter¬ 
bury  and  the  northern  portion  of  Otago  suffered  particidarly,  and 
show  respective  total  decreases  of  571,3O0  and  54,969.  All  other 
districts  show  more  or  less  well-marked  increases.  (D.C.T.  45,663.)

and  most  other  ])arts  of  the  country.  Copious  rains  have  fallen 
and  the  veldt  is  already  showing  the  result.  The  rain  in  the  Free 
State,  however,  came  too  late  to  prevent  considerable  hnancial  losses, 
which  were  especially  felt  by  a  number  of  the  smaller  farmers.  In 
other  parts  of  the  Union  it  has  come  just  in  time  to  save  the  crops; 
dams  have  Iteen  filled  and  there  is  every  promise  of  a  fair  season. 
So  far  as  the  maize  crop  is  concerned  the  land  is  now  ready  for 
ploughing  atid  planting.  (D.C.I.  47,177.)

11. M.  Consul-General  at  Yunnanfu  (Mr.  U,  Goffe,  C.M.G.),  has 
f -n-- j  forwarded  a  translation  of  a  report  on  the  export 
xpor  0  1  es  buHalo  hides  from  Winnan,  prepared 

rom  onnan.  (Commercial  Agent  of  the  llaiphong- 

Vunnanfu  Railway,  from  which  the  following  notes  are  taken  : — 
During  the  last  ten  years  the  construction  of  the  Haiphong- Yunnanfu 
Railway  has  given  a  remarkable  impulse  to  this  trade,  and  the  export 
of  raw  ox  and  buHalo  hides  from  Yunnan  to  Tonkin  and  abroad  has 
considerably  increased.  Yunnan  has  long  been  marked  out  as  capable 
of  supplying  large  quantities  of  ox  hides,  but,  until  recently,  the 
isolation  of  the  country  and  the  difficulty  of  communication  with  the 
outside  world  has  hindered  this  trade.  The  following  figures  for 
the  export  of  hides  through  the  Customs  at  the  port  of  Mengtzu  show 
the  progress  which  has  been  made.  In  1908  exports  amounted  to 
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CHINA  — cotUi /lut'd. 

37  tons  ;  in  1909  to  111  tons  ;  in  1911  to  149  tons  ;  in  1912  to  388 
tons;  and  in  1913,  the  record  year,  to  514  tons.  In  1914  exports 
dropped  suddenly  to  285  tons,  a  collapse  of  almost  50  per  cent.,  which 
was  attributable  to  the  economic  crisis  due  to  the  war.  The  rise  in 
exchange  has  had  an  abnormal  influence  on  the  prices  of  these 
products  in  Yunnan,  and  transactions  have  been  difficult  if  not 
impossible. 

Buying  centres. — All  parts  of  the  Province  can  supply  hides  for 
export  but  five  districts  in  the  zone  of  the  railway  and  the  Tonkin 
route,  as  well  as  the  Yunn.anfu  market,  are  especially  noteworthy. 
These  districts  and  the  potential  amounts  they  can  supply  are : 
Mengtzu  district,  from  90  to  100  tons;  Chuching  district,  90  tons  ; 
Tung  Chuan  district  (at  present  of  little  importance  for  this  trade) 
from  15  to  20  tons;  Hsia-kuan  district  (the  most  important  trade 
district  of  the  Province),  from  120  to  180  tons  ;  Chien-chang  (Szechuan) 
district,  from  30  to  40  tons.  The  Hsia-kuan  district  in  addition  sends 
to  llurma  via  Tengyueh  about  200  tons  of  hides  each  year.  The 
Yunnanfu  market  can  supply  from  40  to  50  tons  of  ox  and  buffalo 
hides  yearly,  and  about  half  of  these  should  be  available  for  export. 

Weights  and  prices. — The  hides  differ  in  size  and  weight,  there 
being  a  regrettable  lack  of  uniformity  in  cutting  up  and  preserving. 
Ox  hides  vaiy  between  7  and  20  Chinese  lbs.  or  catties  and  buffalo 
hides  between  20  and  50  Chinese  lbs.  The  number  of  skins  to  the 
picul,  the  unit  of  sale,  therefore  varies:  ox  hides,  from  5  to  14,  and 
buffalo  hides  from  2  to  4.  In  this  business  the  picul  is  reckoned  at 
Mengtzu  as  105  Chinese  lbs.  of  604  grammes  (1^  lbs.  avoirdupois), 
and  at  Yunnanfu  as  130  lbs.  of  604  grammes.  On  the  Yunnanfu  and 
Mengtzu  markets  the  skins  can  be  bought  “  green,”  and  in  this  case 
a  diminution  of  about  GO  per  cent,  in  weight  must  be  allowed  for  as 
the  result  of  drying  and  treating. 

In  1912  and  1913,  the  prices  quoted  at  Yunnanfu  were:  buffalo 
hides.  19  to  20  dols.  per  picul,  or  230  to  250  dols.  per  ton,  and  ox  hides, 
30  dols.  per  picul,  or  380  dols.  per  ton.  Since  the  opening  of  hostilities 
in  Europe  the  prices  current  on  the  Yunnan  markets  have  been  quite 
irregular,  but  the  prices  mentioned  above  may  be  considered  the 
avera^je  prices  under  normal  circumstances  for  the  Yunnan  market. 

Prospects  of  the  market. — The  continuous  increase  in  the  export  of 
raw’  hides  since  the  opening  of  the  Haiphong- Yunnanfu  Railway 
would  seem,  in  part,  to  be  the  result  of  the  improved  methods  of 
preparing  the  hides.  The  skins  brought  to  the  market  are  less 
damaged  than  they  used  to  be,  and  the  number  rejected  by  the  buyer 
is  smaller.  Another  cause  of  the  increased  export  is  the  extension  of 
the  zone  of  influence  of  the  Tonkin  route,  every  year  new  districts 
entering  the  markets  of  Yunnanfu  and  Mengtzu.  The  trade  in  hides 
of  Western  Yunnan  with  Burma  and  of  Kien-Chang  with  the  Yangtze 
ports  is  being  diverted  by  degrees  to  the  Yunnanfu  market.

United  States  Bureau  of  Riant  Industry,  and 
entitled  “  Commercial  Production  of  Thymol  from 
Horsemint  {Mmuirda  Punctata)." 

It  has  long  been  known,  says  the  writer  of  the 
Bulletin,  that  thymol  is  present  in  considerable  quantity  in  the 
oil  distilled  from  horsemint,  but  so  far  as  is. known  no  attempt  has 
been  made  to  cultivate  this  plant  for  the  commercial  production  of 
thymol. 

In  1907,  horsemint  was  observed  to  occur  in  abundance  as  a 
common  weed  on  the  sandy  lands  of  central  Florida,  and  the  pre¬ 
liminary  examinations  of  the  oil  from  the  wild  plants  which  w'ere 
made  at  that  time  seemed  to  indicate  that  a  promising  commercial 
source  of  thymol  could  be  developed  by  bringing  this  plant  under 
cultivation  and  selecting  for  propagation  types  of  plants  best  suited 
for  oil  production.  Experiments  liave  subsequently  been  made  with 
the  plants  in  orjer  to  increase  their  leaf  area  as,  in  the  wild  state, 
this  feature  of  the  plant  is  very  small.  Results  in  this  direction 
have  been  so  far  satisfactory  as  to  warrant  the  use  of  the  improved 
plant  for  the  commercial  production  of  thymol. 

Distillation  of  the  horsemint  herb  is  effected  by  the  usual  methods 
practised  for  distilling  such  volatile  oils  as  peppermint  and  spearmint. 

An  inexpensive  and  practical  apparatus  for  the  extraction  of 
thymol  from  the  oil  on  a  moderate  scale  has  been  devised.  Results 
thus  far  show  that  an  average  of  20  lbs.  of  oil  per  acre  from  first 
year  plantings  is  a  fair  yield,  and  that  in  succeeding  years  a  yield 
of  from  30  to  40  lbs.  of  oil  per  acre  may  be  attained.  From  20  lbs. 
of  oil  it  is  calculated  that  nearly  13  lbs.  of  pure  thymol  can  be 
produced,  and  that  the  3'ield  of  pure  thj'mol  per  acre  may  be  expected 
to  attain  to  over  19  lbs.

Pursuant  to  paragraph  (5)  of  the  Unemployment  Insurance 
(Umpire)  Regulations,  the  Board  of  Trade  hereby  give  Notice  of  the 
following  decisions  by  the  Umpire  on  questions  whether  contributions 
are  payable : — 

A.  The  Umpire  has  decided  that  contributions  ARE  PAYABLE  in 
respect  of : — 

2082X.  Workmen  engaged  in  the  manufacture  of  medical  and 
surgical  plaisters  for  use  in  war. 

2083X.  Workmen  engaged  wholly  or  mainly  in  weaving  or 
plaiting  gold  and  silver  laces,  or  braids.  ( Application  475X). 

208iX.  Workmen  who  ai’e  engaged  in  the  manufacture  of  British 
asphalt. 

Note. — Decisions  in  which  the  Umpire  has  decided  that  contri¬ 
butions  are  payable  under  the  National  Insurance  (Part  II.) 
(Munition  Workers)  Acts  1916,  are  indicated  by  the  letter  X  at  the 
end  of  the  number,  e.g.,  1554X.  Contributions  under  these  decisions 
are  payable  as  from  the  4th  September,  1916. 

Where  no  refejrence  is  given  to  an  Application,  the  question  has 
been  decided  by  the  Umpire,  without  notice,  as  a  matter  not 
admitting  of  reasonable  doubt,  in  accordance  with  paragraph  (2)  of 
the  Unemployment  Insurance  (Umpire)  Regulations. 

Decisions  relating  to  individual  workmen  which  raise  no  question 
of  general  interest,  or  which  merely  apply  a  principle  laid  down  in  a 
previous  decision,  are  not  published. 
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
